Hillpatriek Redivivas,
e rogret the necessity which requires us
again to trouble the Minister to Chili with an
srray of faots which may possibly again dis-
turb the sweetness of his temper. Dat Gene-
ral Kilpatrick saw proper to wind np his
oration at the Academy of Music on the aven
ing of January 2] by denounciog an article in
theae columns as & string of falsehoods, and
aubsequently anthorized the Evening Bullotin
Yo oorreot certain ‘‘rumors industrionaly cir-
onlated by his enemies'’—a courae on his part
whioh bhas prompted an luvvestigation, the
reanit of which we proceed to detail.

The firet point lsid down by anthority of
Geperal Kilpatrick is to the effect that he
‘‘does not receive one ceut—while on a leava
of absence—from bis salary of #10,600 per
supven.”!  We bave before us an official
abatract of the cordition of his acconnt with
tle Treasnry Departicent, oertified to by C.
M. Walker, the Fifth Auditor of the depurt-
meunt, which will probably be regarded asa
better authority on  that subject thaun
General Kilpatrick bhimself. From  this
dooument it appears that the ostensible Miuis-
ter to Chili has drawn npon the Treasary
betwesn tha dates of December 15, 1805, and
November 7, 1508, for the sam of 32,101-31,
on aceount of salary, contingent expenses, and
1988 by exchange. In sddition to this, he ia
charged, om the bocks of the Tressury De-
partment, with 81534 03 ae tax on salary, and
with $104:73 for differeves between American
sud Chilean gold, makivg & grand total of
2R3 R00-97, Of the amount received by him, all
excepling §1030:80 was in gold. He is
credited with §26,250 for salary to Jume 50,
1568; with 2109539 for postage, slafionery,
neicspapers, elc., between April 1, 15066, and
Jupe 30, 1805; aud with §1,914 54 for loas on
exchapge on draits, makiog a total of
$20,862:93. The diflerence belween the debit
snd credit sides of his saccount ia therefore

#035:04 in favor of the United States,
As Lhis leave of absence did not
00IMMELOH until  sbout  Aungast 20,

1868, ke is entitled to a further credit of
about &1%00—atill leaving a balance againsy
bim of about #2548, Fut we belisve thaf,
nnder the law as it etards, be is entitled to
two months’ full ealiry during bis leave of
gbzence. This makes a farther redaotion of
about §1620—Ileavivg him indebted to the
Government in the snm of §118 only; bnt
while the amount ig thus reduced, Gensral
Kilpatrick's assertion that he does mnot re-
oeive ome oent by way of erlary during his
(eave of abeence iz dizproved, and shown to
be ome of the “‘ramora indostrionaly cirou-

corroborates, inatead of denying.

It is mext declared that, ‘‘on the conlrary:
he (General Kilpatrick) pays the expenses to J
and from Bantiago, Chili, for himself aund |
family, & sum smountivg to not less than
$2500 in gold.” If the expenses of his jour-
ney to and from Sautiago—we have not yet
hieard of his return—are correctly stated here,
it shows that his “family” is somewha®
larger than we bad imsgived it to ba. The

| 80 much increased by the war and its con-
comitant, the national debt, as the Treasury.
The Secretary, who is sntrnsted with the supar-
vision of the cnstoms snd internal revenue,
the public expenditures, and the public dabt,
must possezs marvellons oapacities to be
enabled to act wisely and promptly in refer.
ence to all these subjects, and to protect the
financial interests of the nation at all points.
It i nmotorious that the revenue lnwa are
constantly evaded, and one of the most
important of the obviona reasons for
their impsrfect execution is to be found in the
operous labors imposed upon the Treasury.
An eflort was made at the last seassiom of
Copgress to remedy this wvil by erecting the
Internal Revenne Burean into a separate da-
partment, with the Commiszioner at its head;
but although this measure was regarded
with considerable favor, it waa not adopted,
A Washington despatch annonuces that an-
other movement {o a gimilardirection is about
to be made by a Senator who proposes to
establish a ““Department of Revenus,' which
is to cousiet of the present Customs and [u.
terual Revenne HBareans, and to be
placed uuder the charge of a
new Cabinet officer. This division would give
ample employment to the heads of both de-
partments, and at the game time afford them
opportunities to supervise all important busi-
ness. A head of the Dapartment of Revenne

conld be appointed with special refersnce to
his qualifications for thwarting the schemses
of the official and unofficial rogues who now
prey upon the Government; while a Secretary
of the Treasury conld be ohosen with reference
to his ability to discharge the numerous
duties affpertaining to the present depart-
ment which do not relate to the ocollection of
revenue.
